KEYNOTE  SPEAKER 


Marilyn  Anderson  Chase  is  the  Executive  Director  of 
Central  Boston  Elder  Services,  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
diverse  home  care  corporations  in  Massachusetts.  As  the  first 
person  of  color  to  serve  as  executive  director  of  any  of  the 
state's  27  home  care  corporations,  Ms.  Chase  manages  an 
$8  million  annual  budget  and  directs  a  staffof  56  in  the 
monthly  delivery  of  home  care  services  to  over  2,000  low 
income,  frail  elder  residents  of  Boston.  Her  distinguished 
career  in  social  work  and  community  service  includes 
executive  positions  with  the  Harvard  Street  Neighborhood 
Health  Center,  the  Governor's  Office  of  Community 
Service,  the  Roxbury  Multi-Service  Center,  and  teaching 
appointments  at  the  Boston  University  School  of  Social 
Work  and  Wheelock  College. 

Ms.  Chase  currently  is  chair  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Boston  Community  Access  and  Programming  Foundation, 
and  has  served  on  the  Boards  of  The  Partnership,  the  Lena 
Park  CDC  Housing  Board,  the  Boston  Center  for  the  Arts, 
the  Medical  Foundation  and  the  Alzheimer's  Association  of 
Eastern  Massachusetts.  She  is  a  member  of  the  League  of 
Women  in  Community  Service,  the  Massachusetts  Home 
Care  Association,  the  National  Association  of  Social 
Workers,  and  the  Boston  Ward  12  Democratic  Committee. 
In  addition,  Ms.  Chase  has  served  as  a  State  Committee 
Woman  from  the  Second  Suffolk  Senatorial  Committee  to 
the  Massachusetts  Democratic  State  Committee  since  1984. 

A  resident  of  Dorchester,  Ms.  Chase  holds  a  B.A  in  Social 
Work  from  the  University  of  Detroit  and  an  M.S.W.  with  a 
specialty  in  Psychiatric  Social  Work  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor.
